man statesmen, he said, had been at 
great i)ains to impress upon their peo- 
ple that the submarine figures given 
out by iiim in the house of commons 
recently were inaccurate. 
He declared 
these figures were absolutely correct 
and that they put an end to all hopes 
of the enemy to win. 


The premier asserted he was abso- 
lutely convinced that the German sub- 
marine never would be able to beat 
down the strength of the British em- 
pire or beat clown the hopes of the al- 
lii.nce by all the efforts the Germans 
could make with the submarine. 


The Unbeaten America. 


"America, who has now come into 
the conflict, has never known defeat 
and on this occasion, too, she with her 
allies will triumph over her foe. 


" F o r all these reasons I ask you to 
be of stout heart. 
There may be stony 
paths to climb, but we will climb them. 
Our foot paths may be stained with 
blood, but we shall reach the heights 
and then in front we shall see the rich 
valleys and plains of the new world.' 


The premier said the news from Rus- 
sia in the last few days had not been 
good.

Xew York. Sept. 7.—The question of 
the exemption of medical students is ex- 
pected to be definitely settled today, ac- 
cording to Dr. S. S. Goldwater, chairman 
of the niayor's committee on medical and 
hospital facilities, who said arrangements 
had been made a week ago which will 
keep the medical students at home as 
members of the reserve corps.

News of the death of J. H. Lones, 
Irhich occurred at his home in Warsaw 
at 5:30 o'clock Friday morning, was a 
severe shock to his railway friends in 
this city, many of whom had not heard 
or his illness.

New Tork, Sept. 7.—Does Germany 
plan a naval and aerial attack on New 
York, the "solar plexus of America?" 


Here are reasons In late news dis- 
patches for believing such an attack 
is possible:

German and British scout cruis- 
ers engage in battle In the North sea.

lief German fleet is seeking to evade 
blockade and reach Atlantic.

Accepting these facts as indications 
that Germany may plan a sea and air 
raid on this city—what would such 
an attack mean? 


The Sentinel's 
correspondent 
has 
compiled a conservative estimate of 
what it would mean, from such emi- 
nent authorities as Simon Lake, in- 
ventor of the submarine; Rear Ad- 
miral Robert E. Peary, aeronautic ex- 
pert, and Henry A. Wise Wood, one of 
the nation's foremost airplane author- 
ities. 


The possibilities of this raid have 
been written in the form of an actual 
telegraphic 
dispatch 
describing 
the 
country's greatest war menace. 


This Is a story the wires may carry 
at any day: 


New York, August 7.—A fleet of 
German 
war 
and 
merchant 
super- 
submarines, letting loose a flock of air- 
planes which, like vultures, tores at 
the city's very vitals and bomber its 
biggest sykscrapers, raided New York 
harbor and the business section before 
daylight this morning. 


A loss of life already officially placed 
at nearly 2,000, and property damage 
estimated at over $50,000,000, bring 
home to Americans today what real 
war means. 


Complete figures, not obtainable be- 
fore nightfall at the earliest, are not ex- 
pected materially to increase the death 
toll of this first fiashing sweep of the 
war scourge across the sea. 
Present 
estimates of property damage may be 
doubled. 


Two great liners, both laden with 
munitions, 
and 
one 
bearing 
1,000 
American troops booked to sail for 
France this morning, were torpedoed 
and sunk, with almost a total loss of 
life. 


Scores of smaller craft, including 
three 
coastwise 
freighters and 
one 
South American packet, were 
either 
torpedoed or set on fire by bombs or 
burning oil floats. 


The Flatiron building is in ruins. 
The tower of the Singer building has 
fallen, and at least one side of the fa- 
mous Woolworth building will have to 
be rebuilt. 


A chance bomb shattered one of the 


downtown 
subway 
loops, 
entirely 
blocking subway traffic below Herald 
Square. 
A hair's breadth, and the en- 
tire downtown subway system would 
have been flooded. 


From sea and air the U-boats and 
their air cultures showered death and 
destruction upon New York. 
The city 
was not 
prepared 
for 
the 
sudden 
deluge of death. 


Since the announcements that suc- 
cessful dispatch of heavy forces of U. 
S. troops to the 
French 
front 
had 
goaded the Germans into desperate re- 
taliatory action, steps to protect New 
York, the nation's nerve center, from 
naval and aerial attack had been rush- 
ed. 
But the present world business 
center was still far from the perfection 
of the London air 
defense 
system 
which the British mission two months 
ago outlined for our use. 


United States battleships lay at the 
mouth of the harbor, and destroyers 
were stationed within, but the London 
high angle gun defenses were lacking, 
and even some of the searchlights re- 
cently 
installed were not 
operated. 
The defense aircraft were in adequate 
and unorganized. 


Miles of steel nets, stretched across 
the harbor mouth and the entrance to 
Long Island sound, were apparently 
cut like cheescloth by the new German 
shearing dvlces. 


Ten war submarines Joined in the 
destruction within the harbor, and all 
but three escaped. 


Best accounts are that four combined 


merchant-war 
submersibles, 
of 
the 
Deutschland type, but nrmed, came to 
the surface far off the coast at night- 
fall and set free over twenty war- 
planes, so built with collapsible wings 
as to be easily transported and quickly 
assembled. 


Wireless spies on outgoing merchant- 
men must have signaled the attack, 
timing it to catch the troop liners to 
France. 
These were torpedoed in six 
or seven places simultaneously, 
and 
sank almost Immediately. 
Of a total 
of 1,200 troops 
and 
1,000 
civilians 
aboard, less than 1,000 were saved. 


Explosive and ignition bombs and 
floats of burning oil worked a havoc 
that can never be told on all harbor 
shipping, with a loss of several hundred 
lives. 
Destroyers 
were 
taken 
un- 
awares and fire boats were helpless. 


Over New York's magnificent sky- 
line the German warplanes dropped a 
new type of explosive bomb more pow- 
erful than human ingenuity was knows 
to have invented. 
The city's night llf» 
became a bedlam of night death. Loss 
of life in the city is placed at 500 to 
700. 
Only the hour, 2:30 a. m., held 
down the total. 


Under this first Impact of the Ger- 
man slogan to "strike first and strike 
hard" New Yor}c, quivering but not 
demoralized, is now rushing its re- 
tarded defenses. 
Within a month a 
network of battleships, a fleet of de- 
fense aircraft, and a system of high 
angle guns, connected by téléphona 
and constantly manned, will be ready 
for future invasions.

GERMANY SUtENK 
HEKAMBMH 


Entrance of America Has 
Spurred Kaiser to New 
Aerial Activity. 


Paris, Sept. 7.— (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—The entrance 
of America into the war and the prob- 
ability that it soon would be lending: 
the allies tremendous aid in the aerial 
department of the strugrgle, has led 
Germany to re-organize and strength- 
en its own aviation branches mate- 
rially, according to The Temps. 
This 
re-organization does not date exclu- 
Hively from the break with the United 
States, but rather from the battle of 
the Sonime, but it has been accelerated 
and intensified by the reports 
that 
hundreds, if not thousands, of air- 


planes with the corresponding aviators 
to man them, are soon to be supplied 
to the entente forces. 


The re-organization of the Gei-man 
aerial forces has taken the form of 
creating four ^irincipal divisions into 
which 
the fliers are now placed, 
roughly as follows: 


1. Army squadrillas or "army fliers' 
division," which are directly under the 
command of the army chief of aviation 
and the work of which consists mainly 
of expeditions far to the rear of the 
lines. 
They also are employed for 
bombardments, 
night 
flights, 
photo- 
graphic work, and the airplanes em- 
ployed are of the most varied type, ac- 
cording to the charactor of the work 
they are to do. 


Has Terriiic Speed. 


Recently 
captured 
¡/rii^itncrs say 
that a recently constructed 
biplane 
of the Albatross type is vastly supe- 
rior to anything heretofore used by 
these squadrillas. It is equipped with 
a 260 h. p. motor and attains a speed 
of from 100 to 115 miles an hour. It 
can rise to an altitude of more than 
2,000 yards In nine minutes, and car- 
ries two machine guns. 
"The machines 
travel In groups of six or eight, accord-

2. 
Corps 
squadrillas 
or 
"troop 
fliers" which are attached to the staff 
headquarters of the various German 
armies and which are commanded by 
captains. 
These 
generally 
remain 
within the sector of the armies to 
which they are attached and are used 
in general for reconnaissances, photo- 
graphing trenches, batteries and mak- 
ing patrol flights. 


3. 
Hunting squadrillas, as they are 
called both by the French and the 
Germans, are the main attacking in- 
struments of the German air forces, 
and for chasing enemy machines which 
venture over their lines. 
They are 
charged also with the destruction of 
the' stationary balloons. 


Almoiit 500 Machines. 


On the west front, it Is estimated, 
there are about forty of these squadril- 
las, with about a dozen machines to 
each. 
Others in the 
same 
category 
have as their duty the protection of 
the large German cities that lie within 
airplane flight of the Frencîi and Eng- 
lish, 
such aa Strasburg, 
Freiburg, 
Mulhouse Friedrlchshafen, 
Stuttgart, 
Essen, Cologne and Treves. 
The pilota 
of 
these 
squadrillas are carefully 
chosen from among the best of the 
German aviators, and their 
exploits 
are encouraged by frequent mention In 
the general staff reports. 


4. 
Battle squadrillas pr "flotillas" 
are under the direction of great head- 
quarters, and shift from army to army 
to carry out bombardments on mili- 
tary establishments behind the front, 
as well as ever and again upon open 
towns. 


There are three of these squadrillas 
now. 
Formerly there were more, but 
the others have been dismembered and 
thpir units attached to other arms of 
the areial, service., Squadrillas one and 
two are.«enérally. traïuiràrtijdj'.l^i^traiii 


from place to place, wherever they are 
most needed. 


Make-Up of Squadrllla. 


There are from forty to flfty ma- 
chines in each squadrilla, which, when 
complete and ready for action, is di- 
vided into four or five sections. 
Bach 
airplane is armed with two machine 
guns and each carries bombs weighing 
from 20 to 100 pounds apiece. 
8onio 
are said to carry bombs that weigh 
more than 200 pounds. 


While perfecting their service in the 
air, the Germans have also rapidly bet- 
tered their anti-craft measures 
and 
weapons. 
The 77-milimeter guns have 
given way to rapid-flring guns of 105 
milimeter calibre, and at certain points 
along the front they use shrapnel guns 
of 240-milimeter size. 


They possess special bullets for the 
destruction of captive balloons, but in 
many instances have used them with 
great cruelty against opponents in air- 
planes. At least one squadrilla cap- 
tain, a Lieutenant Eilers, finally for- 
bade his men to carry these bullets 
with them unless they were definitely 
charged with raiding balloons. 


New Types Are Fi'cquent. 


The Germans, it is said, are con- 
stantly putting new types of machines 
into the field. The famous 
Taube 
went out of style long ago, and it has 
now been followed by the even more 
famous Fokker, which less than a year 
ago was considered the last and final 
word in attacking airplanes. 
Its In- 
ventor, a Dutchman, Is now said to be 
devoting himself to the perfection of a 
machine with a 260 h. p. motor which 
will break all records for speed and 
efficiency. 


Today the Rumpler seems to be the 
favorite machine, though those with 
160 h. p. motors are not fast enough to 
suit, and yet the machines will hardly 
stand up under a he%vier motor.

It -vvoiild be difficult to overestimate the 
value or to exaggerate tlie immediate and con- 
tinuing inii^ortaiice of tlic work accomplished 
this week in Minneapolis b}^ the American 
Alliance for Labor and Democracy. No 
sturdier, more patriotic or more promising 
movement has been set afoot for support of 
the government and the strengthening of the 
nation in war than the effort just put under 
way by the leaders of labor.

It exalts the war 
aims of America as the ideals of labor and 
approves the declarations of Trcsident Wil- 
son as the embodiment of what this nation 
must stand for and fight for, as well as con- 
tend for in making the peace that some time 
must come. Upon its declaration it is ready 
to go to the pcf)plc to ])rcach the righteousness 
of America's position in the war and to place 
its services at the disposal of the government. 


There is but the one answer to the question 
that the American Alliance for Labor and 
Democracy puts to anti-Americanism in what- 
ever forms and aspects it appears; in what- 
ever guise it di-esses itself. It will meet dis- 
loyalty with loyalty.

We say it without any meaning to 
asperse the character of justice in Illinois and 
with no intent to question the integrity of 
juries in that good commonwealth, but we 
opine, nevertheless; that the getting together 
of twelve good men and true who can be 
brought to any harmony of conclusions and 
presentment of verdict that Big Bill has been 
denounced with libel will turn out to be a 
hard job, even in Chicago, where there are 
readily obtainable the makings for almost any 
kind of a jury required in any case. 


At any rate, we are prepared and waiting, 
as no doubt the whole country is, tq see 
how it shall fare with a man and magistrate 
in an American city in this hour of vast and 
portentous crisis who must submit to courts 
and juries for judgment upon the loyalty of 
his spirit and the patriotism of his conduct. 
He is badly and sadly off, indeed, 
whose 
speech and practice to and among his fellow 
citizens are not such, if there be in him the 
bearing and signs of that approved rectitude 
which is at once the duty and the pride of us 
all, as to be able to say for itself in terms of 
good understanding what it is now desired 
that a jury in a court of justice shall pro- 
nounce, under oath to be fair with proof and 
in judgment, shall state for him.

The editor of the government's of- 
ficial bulletin has done the naton a 
service by wading through a mass of 
figures 
and determining" exactly the 
number of killed and injured and the 
percentages of casualties in the world 
war. In doing so ne has nailed down 
another lie of the German propaganda 
which 
the socialists, I. W. W.'s and 
pacifists have been circulating for the 
past two or three months in the hope 
of making cowards of the young me.i 
who should be enlisting and grighten- 
ing parents into resentrng the selec- 
tive conscription act. 


Stories have been peddled by these 
addlepatted messengers of Berlin to 
the effect that 
whole 
regiments of 
Canadian troops were wiped out or 
that a sole survivor was left. 
They 
have given harrowing accounts tend- 
ing to create the belief that if a man 
ever enters the trenches the chances 
of seeing him alive again were prac- 
tically nothing. 
Never did they think 
of telling of the scores of trench raids 
made without a single casualty nor of 
the taking of miles of trenches with 
practically no loss at all. Never once 
did they take Into consideration the 
fact that the advent of the "tank" has 
reduced the death rate among our al- 
lies and that the Same thing is true of 
other Improvements in flsrhtlngr. In- 
stead these traitors dolnff the kaiser'« 
biddlns hkv« ranted about tha eountty 
witli tbalr k a n o v i a c , talaa of .Mf^v* 


some battlefields giving "conservative 
estimates" that 50 per cent, of those 
who entered the armies were killed. 


Anyone who stopped to think would 
have known that these estimates were 
lies. 
Some of them were such fervid 
lies that they were apparent on their 
face, whole nations would have lost 
their man power long ago if they had 
been true.

the casualties ran as high as 541 men 
%vith every 10,000 with the colors. Mil- 
itary authorities in this ceuntry went 
over the battle figures and found for 
the Official Bulletin that never once 
has tlie list of those killed in action 
or dying of wounds run higher than 2') 
per cent, of the total casualties. Prom 
these figures It is deduced that the 
death rate among the soldiers either 
kllled In action or dying of wounds 
Is 108.2 per 10,000 or 11 men In every

more than $2,000,000,000 worth each 
of certificates of indebtedness a n d w a r 
savings certificates to r u n not more 
than one year a n d five years, respec- 
tively, at rates of interest to be fixed 
by the secretary of the treasury. These 
issues are to be subject to the same 
taxes a s t h e bonds. 


The bill provides that foreign bonds 
taken In exchange f o r loans shall not 
be sold a t less t h a n t h e purchase price.

Singular Bill for Equal 
Rights Has a Start in 
Porto Bico. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, Sept. 7.—A 
bill designed to give Porto Rican wom- 
en the right to hold office but not to 
vote, has been Introduced in the house 
or representatives 
by Fulgenclp 
Pi- 
nero, Jr., and Antonio PInero, union- I 
ists, and has had its first reading. 


Mrs. Ana Duprey, founder of the 
Suffragrist League of Porto Rico, an- 
nounced after a recent conference with 
the former legislator that she informed 
him that the women of Porto Rico ob- 
jected to the measure and that if it 
became a law in its present form "there 
would burst over his head and head of 
his party such a storm of righteous 
feminine indignation that it would be 
a long time before they recovered from 
it." 
Predicting that 
the 
bill 
would 
not come up for a second reading, Mrs. 
Duprey said: 


"There are two things we are 
de- 
termined to have: 
Suffrage restricted 
to literate women and the right both to 
vote and to hold office. 
As the Pi- 
nero bill now stands it would 
only 
place the women of Porto Rico in the 
most degraded kind of politics instead 
of giving them an opportunity to show 
their capability and patriotism." 


A senate bill provides that women of 
Porto Rico may both vote and hold of- 
fice.

She had helped a lot to put the 
Romanoff family out of business. Al- 
so to enable about 30 representatives 
of democracies then assembled to sit 
at ease about her late table. 


What 
%vas about a million 
times 
more Important, she had a hand, with- 
out knowing It or meaning it, in bring- 
ing on the Russian revolution, the best 
thing that has happened since the fall 
of the Bastile. 


The reason 
our 
English 
friends 
looked sad at the mention of the sub- 
ject is because the royal family of 
England Is about all 
German 
and 
many of its marriages in the last 60 
years have been with German princes 
or princesses. 


The curse of monarchy is real, per- 
sistent and terrible. 
Monarchy Is an 
utterly lunatic and poisonous 
insti- 
tution that should have been abolished 
from the face of the earth 140 years 
ago. 
The price that Europe has since 
paid for clinging to the worn out old 
bunk is appalling. , 


Witness this war. 
Also, the fact that the war was not 
ended months ago; also a long array 
of details that have made a horrible 
conflict all tho worse. 


One of the countless 
bad 
things 
about fooling with royalty is that the 
offspring of royalty can marry only 
with the offspring of other royalty. 


Germany had always 
an 
amazing 
overcrop of princelets and 
princess- 
lets. 
Elsewhere in the world there 
were not enough to go around. Con- 
sequently every royal family in Eu- 
rope became German and is German 
today. 


Generally speaking, a German is al- 
ways a German. 
No matter where he 
or she may go, the ties of Germa%' 
continue to bind, the thoughts 
and 
ambitions continue to be German. 


All the trouble in Greece, for in- 
stance, was made by a German prin- 
cess married to the king 
that 
the 
Greek people, for some reason or oth- 
er, still allowed to mesa 
and 
mis- 
handle their affairs. 


If Greece had been a republic she 
would have kept her agreement, land- 
ed troops at the Dardanelles, 
taken 
Constantinople, put Turkey out and 
enabled the war to end in the autumn 
of 1915. 


But about this czarina of 
Russia, 
she was a German princess, and al- 
though the country upon whose throne 
she sat was at war with Germany she 
betrayed the country she helped to 
misrule for the sake of the country 
of her birth. 


She was proUd, arrogant, overbear- 
ing, neurotic, unpopular. 
She had her 
way absolutely with her husband, who 
was cowed by her furious self-will and 
was a 
weak 
man 
anyway—except 
when it came to sending revolution^ 
ists to the gallows or Siberia. 


The czarina likewise had weak spots 
in her domineering character. 
She 


Russian people might do to her if 
they found out her treachery. 


According to the siory current in 
Russia among the best informed per- 
sons It M'as the czarina that elevated 
Steurmer, the German, to the placa 
of foreign minister, and it was she 
that urged on the ministers that had 
arranged Russia's surrender just be- 
fore the revolution broke. 
But for the 
revolution the thing would have gone 
through "and the 150 German and Aus- 
trian divisions now on 
the 
Russian 
front would have been released to be 
hurled against France. 


Before this the czarina had come 
wholly under the power of that as- 
tounding abnormality 
and villainous 
fake monk, Rasputin. 


Pie never was a monk, as a matter 
of fact, but early in his vicious career 
he discovered that a preten.se to piety 
was an easy way to win the confidence 
of the women he preyed upon. 
For 
this purpose 
he proclaimed 
himself 
the apostle of a nev/ kind of holiness 
and put on vestments to which he had 
no right. 
Wearing that garb he led 
a life of shocking immorality. 


The czar and czarina had one son 


and several daughters.

of the succession the czar anJ his wife 
were always greatly worried about the 
health of their son.

It is supposed that among the other 
women he had hypnotized was some- 
one that attended upon the prince, and 
that she was induced to dope the food 
of her charge. 
AnyAvay, Rasputin an- 
nounced that his 
constant 
presence 
and care were necessary to keep the 
prince well and 
when 
the 
czarina 
scoffed at the suggestion he foretold 
the prince's sickness and went away. 


The prince immediately, fell ill and 
continued to be ill in spite of the best 
efforts of the court physicians. 


The czarina then fell a-shaking with 
superstition and gave orders to have 
the holy man brought back. 


Whereupon the prince got well. 
Soon after that Rasputin 
became 
the real dictating power 
of 
Russia, 
through the czarina. 
She did what- 
ever he told her to do, and he was 
and had long been in the pay of Ger- 
many. 


He led the czarina along the way 


she was perfectly willing to go to a 
separate peace with 
Germany. 
Ho 
was the go-between and agent in the 
negotiations; he is supposed to hava 
fixed the prices at which the traitors 
were to sell themselves. 


Meantime a scandal had arisen and 
swept over all Russia concerning the 
relations between Rasputin and the 
czarina. 
There may have been 
no 
basis for any such reports, but it can- 
not be denied that the czarina helped 
them along by behaving without re- 
straint or discretion, and as for Baa- 
putin he openly boasted when drunk 
that he had made a conquest of the 
czarina.

federal Priority Order is 
Virtually Abandoned by 
Fuel Dictator. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA 
LINES ARE FREED 


Order Diverted All Ship- 
ments on That System 
to the Northwest. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 7.—A telegram 
interpreted as indicating the virtual 
abandonment of the federal priority 
order regarding coal shipments to the 
northwest, in so far as it affects the 
Pennsylvania divisions in Indiana, was 
received by the public service com- 
jiii.ssion yesterday. 
In view of the dis- 
tressed conditions about to result in 
Indiana from the application of the 
order issued by Robert S. Lovett, chair- 
' 
man of the national car distribution 
bureau, the alleviation was noted here 
with great rejoicing. 


The message came to the commis- 
sion, not from the federal authorities, 
but from D. F. Crawford, of Pittsburg, 
Pa., general manager of the Pennsyl- 
vania raih-oad. 
It stated In effect that 
cars 
recontly 
requisitioned 
from 
Hoosier intra-state service would be 
allowed back again and that the for- 
mer order would 
be 
re-established. 
Since the Pennsylvania lines in Indi- 
ana handle a great proportion, per- 
haps nearly 50 per cent, it Is said, of 
Hoosier intra-state coal shipments, the 
relief will be considerable. 


Xortliwest Relief Sought. 
The issuance of the order Avhich took 
cars and coal away from Indiana mines 
and consumers was made to give relief 
to the northwest, which is soon to be 
enveloped in colder weather or at least 
before the middle western states. 
As 
one instance of its effect in Indiana, 
'.he Pennsylvania was able to supply 
.•)ut about one-half the number of cars 
wanted from it by coal mines it served 
in Indiana. 
Cities like Fort Wayne, 
Ind.. and at least three 
of 
the 
big 
Hoosier interurban lines faced a grave 
condition in that ¡curtailment of service 
was immediately impending and ac- 
tual shutdowns probable. 


The abandonment of the order as af- 
, Feoting 
the 
Pennsylvania, 
however, 
does not help the other lines much. 
Mines on some of them face a shut- 
down, with the con.sequent unrest and 
disturbance of miners. 
In view of this 
it was arranged at a conference be- 
tween coal operators and consumers, 
on the one hand, and 
Commissioner 
William J. Wood, on the other, held 
yesterday, that Ernest T. I^ewis of the 
commission, Carl J. Fletcher of In- 
dianapolis, 
secretarj' 
of 
the 
Knox 
County 
Coal 
Operators' 
association, 
and 
Clarence 
W. 
Royse 
of 
Terre 
Haute, Ind., coal attorney, should go 
to Washington Monday or in time to be 
In the capital Wednesday. 


The committee will take up with the 
federal car distributer the delicacy of 
the situation in Indiana and endeavor 
to obtain relief from the 
imminent 
Buffei-ing and possible business di.sas- 
ter. 
They will seek such a modifica- 
tion of the order as will enable other 
Ploosier coal-carrying lines to sei-ve 
their fields as the Pennsylvania 
has 
been permitted to do, according to the 
Crawford telegram. 
The commission 
has worked industriously for a modifi- 
cation of the order already and, v/hile 
pleased with the Pennsylvania modifi- 
• cation, yet was unwilling to let it go 
at that. 


Other Considerations. 


Nor will that be ihe only bone to 
pick 
with 
the 
Washington 
officials. 
Ever since the price of coal has soared 
it is alleged to have been the custom 
of railroads serving mines In Indiana 
to make a sort of a gentlemen's agree- 
ment that if the carrier could get coal 
for its own use the 
operator so sup- 
plying it should not lack for cars, in 
spite of the attempt to prorate cars to 
mines according to the supply and de- 
mand. 
This alleged 
misconduct 
is 
laid directly at the door of the car- 
riers, who are said 
to have almost 
bullied some of the operators into such 
arrangements. 


This matter will be taken up with 
Harry Garfield, federal fuel director, 
and with Judge 
Lovett, 
federal car 
distributer. 
Another 
thing 
which 
Chairman 
Lewis will take up 
with 
Lovett will be the distribution 
and 
priority of coal shipmente in Indiana, 
especially as regards state institutions. 


Wednesday 
the 
commission 
an- 
nounced 
that shortly 
hereafter 
the 
distribution of coal to Indiana points 
and business should be made to con- 
form to a priority schedule, which it 
will issue. 
Along with the announce- 
ment of this step came also a part of 
the schedule. 


Institutions Ftrst. 
By its terms state institutions will 
be given first preference. 
They will 
be followed by public utilities; manu- 
facturing plants working on govern- 
ment contracts, private and domestic 
users 
and 
general 
manufacturing 
concerns, ranking in the order named. 
Afore explicit directions of the ship- 
ping will be Issued later in the week. 
It is expected. 


By such an arrangement the com- 
mission hopes to avert much of the 
suffering 
and 
depression 
expected 
from the coal shortage which looms 
up as a great possibility this winter. 


State institutions caring for depend- 
ents and others in forced care will be 
given priority over other state insti- 
tutions. 
Coal operators in 
Indiana 
have already arranged among them- 
selves to prorate coal to such insti- 
tutions.

Purchasing Agent Suggested. 


The following message was received 
from the association, which held 
a 
meeting in Terre Haute 
Wednesday 
night: 


"Be it resolved, that our committee 
on coal for the state institutions bp 
reinstated, and that it recommend to 
the state officials that some one be ap- 
pointed by the state to act as purchas- 
ing and 
distributing 
agent for 
the 
state fuel requirements, and, 


"Be it further 
resolved that 
this 
association pledges itself 
to furnish 
all the coal which may be required for 
all the state institutions." 


Owing to the illness of 
Governor 
Goodrich it is not known yet who will 
be appointed to the position of coal 
distributer.

William Burmister, pathologist of North- 
western university, conducted the exam- 
ination in the pre.sence of repre.sentatives 
of the police and coroner's ofTice. 


"In niy opinion from investigation and 
post-mortem examination the wound was 
not sclf-inilicted," said Coroner HolTman, 
in contradiction to the opinion of the cor- 
oner's jury at Concord. 


The verdict of the examining physi- 
cians conchidcd: 


"The entrance of the wound was about 
two inche.s forward of the center of the 
skull, behind the left ear. 
It showed no

Ideals of Internationalism. 


"We the men and women of 
the 
trade union and socialist movements of 
America, organized Into the American 
..Alliance for ^ b o r and democracy« in 


submitting this record to our fellow 
citizens, assert that in all history no 
government has ever stated its aims on 
entering a war or while such war was 
being fought with anything approach- 
ing the deflniteness, clarity and candor 
revealed by these utterances. 
We as- 
sert, moreover, 
that in all 
essential 
particulars the aims thus set forth are 
entirel.v con.sistent with the great ideals 
of democracy and internationalism for 
which the American labor movement 
has always stood and which are f u n d a - 
mental to its being. 


"We rejoice at the fact that we are 
thus solemnly committed to the princi- 
ple of the complete autonomy and in- 
dependence of nations.

The resolution, viewed by some dele- 
gates as the government's unofficial 
reply to the criticisms of pacifists and

John Sparge, former member of the 
executive committee

tho socialist 
party, and adopted almost immediately 
amid applause.

"The only chance left to the ma^s- 
ters of Germany of retaining tho ad- 
vantages gained, and of perpetuating 
their own domination over the German 
people, is the enactment of an imme- 
diate peace upon terms favorable to 
themselves." 


Should the German plans succeed, 
America 
itself 
thereafter 
would 
be 
menaced, tho resolution .said. 


Stamp Out I'ro-iicmiiuilfim. 


The organization committee report- 
ed plans to form branches of the alli- 
ance all foi- the fiavalry. 


Pointing to the government's fair- 
ness to labor, the "war organization" 
appeal states that an agreement 
has 
been reached between 
representatives 
of the American labor forces and the 
secretaries of war and navy that union 
wages, hours and conditions shall ob- 
tain throughout all construction work 
for a r m y or navy purposes. 


"Immediate action is vital," the ap- 
peal continue.s, urging prompt organ- 
ization of local and state branches of 
the movement. 
"Funds are needed for 
the work and we urge that contribu- 
tions be made immediately for propa- 
ganda and organization purposes." 


This appeal, labor leaders declared, 
marked the "firing of the finst gun" in 
the campaign to stamp out pro-Ger- 
man societies and to bring the nation's 
labor forces up solidly behind the gov- 
ernment.

Yes, we know that the citizens 
had been called upon pretty hard this 
3'^ear, but we felt that they would not 
neglect their opportunity to help in 
this work when it was properly ex- 
plained. 
The pledges are not all paya- 
ble this year; the money will be spent 
in expert supervision. 
The member- 
ship will be doubled and the Increased 
membership will be able to do much 
in the line of co-operating with civic 
movements, and at the same time we 
will be doing our part to prevent the 
threatening increase in junior 
delin- 
quency."

LESSON TBXT-Danlel 1. 
GOLDEN TEXT—But Daniel purposed 
In his heart that he would not defile him- 
self with the portion of the klnf's meat, 
nor with the wine which he drank—Daniel 
1:8. 


The book of Daniel, with the great 
prophecies, fulfilled and xinful filled, Is 
one of the most interesting and impor- 
tant In the Bible. Without a grasp of 
the prophecies of this book It Is abso- 
lutely impossible for one to know the 
New Testament and the times In which 
we live. Daniel ¿Ives an outline of the 
entire period of time from the passing 
of supremacy to the Gentiles In Nebu- 
chadnezzar to the final overthrow of 
the Gentile dominion, to the establish- 
ment of the millenial kingdom. 
The 
course, character and end of Gentile 
dominion are given. 
It Is that period 
known In Scriptures as the "times of 
the Gentiles" (Luke 21:24). 
! 
The book of Daniel falls into two 
i parts: Part I (chapters 1 to 6), ID 
•which the prophet appears as the di- 
vinely chosen Interpreter of dreams; 
part II (chapters 7 to 12), In which the 
prophet appears as the mouthpiece of 
God, 
setting 
forth' In visions, 
not 
i dreams, the tim^s oi the Gentiles. The 
• book is written In two languages, He- 
brew and Aramaic—chapter 1 :l-2,3 and 
, chapters 8 to 12 (Hebrew); chapters 
' 2:4-7:28 (Aramaic). 
The part which 
concerns the Hebrews was written In 
their own tongue and the part which 
concerns the empires of the world Is 
written in their tongue. 


I. Daniel's Home Leaving ( w . 1-4). 
He Was carried away to Babylon by 
Nebuchadnezzar In the first siege of Je« 
rusalem. 
This was a great trial fol 
his own heart. He seems to have been 
about fourteen years of age. 
j 


1!. Daniel's Trials and Dlfflcultlei 
(vv. 5-13). It was the custom for the 
best of the captives to be selected and 
trained for service in the land of cap- 
tivity. 
They usually selected those of 
the royal house for such training. 


1. Change of name. Among the He- 
brews names were given to children, 
which were significant. Daniel means 
"God Is my judge." 
The significance 
of the name then was that ail pi'ob- 
lems of life were submitted to God for 
decision. 
This was the secret of Dan- 
iel's life. This purpose of his parents 
seems to have been Instilled into hla 
very life and being, 
f o thoroughly did 
he imbibe this spirit that in all things 
lie made God arbiter of his plans and 
rmrposes. 
The object no doubt In th« 
chanere of name was to obliterate hi| 
national and religious coanectlon and 
identify him with the heathen people. 
The kin.? of Babylon evidently liked 
Daniei'.s appearance and scholarship, 
but was averse to his religion. 
It la 
the .same today. 
Nations and individ- 
uals are perfectly v.iliing to recognize 
and utilize the schblai-ship and efficien- 
cy of Cliristlan ministers and mission- 
aries, but are not willing to embrac« 
their religion. 


2. His conscience tested ( w . 5-8). It 
was with reference to the king's meat 
and the king's wines. It ie ever to be 
borne in mind that conscience is the 
groundwork of human character. It is 
the law which must be followed. 
No 
doubt Daniel was taunted and laughed 
at for his fidelity, just as all men and 
women today who are loyal to their 
convictions must experience, for all 
who will live godly In Christ Jesus 
shall suffer persecution. 


8. His religious life. 
This involved 
his refusal to eat meat and drink wine 
which was contrary to his teaching. 
Also it Involved his praying three times 
a day 


III. His Success (vv. 14-21). 1. Phy- 
slcal health (v. 15). 


Godly and temperate living pays. 
The king's meat and wine would have 
been pleasant to the palate, but would 
have meant compromise of conscience. 


2. Mental growth (v. 20). He was ten 
times superior to his comrades. 
It la 
always true that those who abstain 
from Indulgence In the use of wine 
have clearer minds and are mentally 
better equipped for their work than 
those who indulge. 


8. Social. Daniel stood before the 
king. 
No higher position ot honor 
could have been given him. 


4. Temporal. 
He became president 
of the College of Wise Men and prime 
minister of the nation. 
This posltloo 
he continued to hold through several 
dynasties. 


5. Spiritual (v. 17). Because of Dan- 
lel's loyalty to God, Nebuchadnezzar's 
dream was revealed to ilm and he was 
giving visions sketching the whole his- 
tory of the world. 


IV. The Secret of His Success. 
The 
following may be set down as the 
things which made Daniel successful: 


1. He was conscientious. If we would 
succeed In the world, let us see to It 
that in all things we live in good con- 
science. 


2. Loyalty to God. He made God the 
judge of everything that pertained to 
his life. No pleasure was indulged in 
or problem disposed of without its sub- 
mission to God. 


3. Decision of character. 
With him 
that which had been submitted to ,God 
and was shown to be right before God, 
was the law ot his life.

DEMOCRACY HAVING 
Fireless 
Cookers 


Monarchy and Popular Lib- 
erty Expected to Get on 
Side by Side. 


Osaka, 
Japan, 
Sept. 
7.— (Corres- 
pondence of The Associated 
Press.) 
The trend of democracy In Japan is 
discussed in a leading article by the 
Osaka Mainichi, which nuestion.s the 
policy of the Terauchi cabinet because 
it is "eager for the preser\-ation of 
clan and bureaucratic influence." 


"For our part," the paper says, "we 
believe in a possibility of ihe harmon- 
ious existence side by side of monarchy 
and democracy in Japan. 
The throne 
has made it clear to the people that 
democratic principles should be made 
the basis of administration. 
In these 
circumstances there is no need for the 
surprise which seems to be evinced by 
Count Terauchi and other bureaucrats 
at the news of the Russian revolution. 


"Great Britain, Japan's 
ally, 
the 
United States, Russia, as well as China, 
are all countries of democratic sympa- 
thies, and so there is no 
justifiable 
cause for fear if democratic ideas have ^ 
caught hold of the Japanese people, j 
Even in Germany—a veriable strong- 
hold of militarists and bureaucrats— 
democracy 
appears 
to 
be 
making 
steady progress." 


The 
newspaper 
concludes: 
"Not- 
withstanding the general tendency in 
the world in favor of democracy, the 
Terauchi cabinet, which is eager for 
the preservation of clan and bureau- 
cratic 
Influence, 
seems 
bent 
upon 
checking the growth 
of 
democratic 
ideas, contrary to the general current 
of thought throughout the world. Even 
the leaders of political parties profess- 
ing democratic sympathies, do not hesi- 
tate to bow their heads to bureaucracy. 
The position of democracy in Japan, 
therefore, may well be imagined. 
The 
wisdom of the Terauchi government in 
attempting to stem the rising tide of 
democracy is open to grave doubt."

Washington, Aug. 7.—What is Uncle 
Sam going to do with all these billions 
of dollars he is asking the Amei-ican 
people to pay into the treasury. 


Twenty-one billions it was at nine 
o'clock this morning, and we'll assume 
it hasn't changed much since. 
Whew! 
that's a lot of money—$210 for every 
man, woman and child in the United 
States. 
"What on earth can the gov- 
ernment need it all for? 


Of course, we know all of it except 
a measly little billion and a third, 
which is all Uncle Sam was spending 
in peace timea, must be raised because 
of the war. But what is he buying 
with it? 


In the first place, there are seven 
billions of loans to our allies that Uncle 
Sam isn't spending at all. That leaves 
fourteen billions. And then there are 
two billions more, 
included 
in the 
estimate of 21 billions, which are just 
an emergency fund, much of which, 
however, will certainly be needed to 
put through the soldiers' and sailors' 
insurance plan. 


That leaves us with 
about 
twelve 
billions that Uncle Sam is sure to spend 
this year, of which $570,000,000 are 
required for ordinary civil expenses. 


Now we come to the real war ex- 
penses. The army is the biggest item, 
with total estimated expenses of |7,- 
825,000,000 for the year. 
Of this |3,- 
633,000,000 go through the quarter- 
master corps to pay the soldiers and 
provide food, clothing arul shelter. An- 
other big item of $3,154,000,000 goes 
to buy gruns and ammunition. 
The 
medical service alone is in for $130,- 
000,000 and there are more than $700,- 
000,000 for Aviation. 


The navy expects to spend $1,534,- 
000,00, of which $897,000,000 are for 
ships and guns, and the balance to meet 
running expenses, ammunition, 
fuel, 
pay, etc. 


Outside of the direct army and navy 
war expenses, however, are all sorts 
of indirect war expenses, $1,689,000- 
000 in the aggregate. 
The biggest item 
is merchant ships, the construction, 
purchase and operation of which caUs 
for $1,323,000,000. 
Food control will 
cost $164,000,000. 


The president also has a fund of 
$100,000,000 for anything 
connected 
with national defense, generally be- 
lieved to be largely devoted to the anti- 
spy activities. 
There is $45,000,000 for 
war-risk ship insurance and $47,0«0,- 
&00 put aside for liberty bond cost and 
Interest. 
This completes the list ox- 
cept for some pifTling items of less 
than a million each for alien deten- 
tion, export control, and the council 
of national defense. 


It Is certainly some money and we 
are going to have to dig: like terriers 
to get It for Uncle Sam. 
But there ^re 
two things we want to remember. 


In the first place, nearly everybody 
in the country is workingr for Uncle 
Sam now, either on hla own payroll 
or on the payroll of the corporation« 
doing his work. 


Second, and niost important. Ui|cl« 
Sam la tivinf to crowd Into one 
the military a n d naval ^ preparattom 
that ousht t o b a v a bf«n ma4e and m K d 


A H N CAPITAL 


One of Holland's Mission 
to This Country Said 
That Lately. 


The Hague, Netherlands, Sept. 7.— 
(Correspondence of The Associated 
Press.)—"I regard it as most desirable 
that more American capital should be 
invested in the Netherlands, East In- 
dies, and I have done constantly what 
I could to promote that end," declared 
J. B. Van der Houven Van Oordt, one 
of three Hollanders who have just 
been charged with an oiTiclal mission 
to Washington in connection with the 


pending export question, that so vital- 
ly concerns the Netherlands. 
Mr. Van 
Oordt is a colonial official and au- 
thority. 
He has been under-secretary 
of state for the colonies, and has also 
filled the post of vice president of the 
Council of the Netherlands, East In- 
dies. 


To the correspondent of The Asso- 
ciated Press, Mr. Van Oordt pointed 
out that there has been a big increase 
in the commercial intercourse between 
America and Dutch India since the 
war, and particularly since the estab- 
lishment of a direct steamship line be- 
tween Java and San Francisco. "The 
five boats now engaged in that serv- 
ice," he said, "are always packed with 
goods. 
Rubber and all kinds of trop- 
ical products are shipped to the United 
States, and the boats return laden with 
railroad rolling stock, machinery, au- 
tomobiles. airoplanes and the like. If 
only the ships were available, the serv- 
ice might easily, and to advantage, be 
extended. 


"But the amount of American capi- 
tal operating in the colony Is small In 


comparison with the British, German. 
French and Belgian capital. 
It is 
true there has been an increase in re- 
cent years. 
There is one American 
rubber estate in the Island of Suma- 
tra that is the largest plantation in the 
world, and special ships run to United 
States 
ports to carry its produce 
thither. But a great deal more might 
profitably be done, 
especially now 
money is so plentiful in the union. The 
sugar, rubber, tea and other agricul- 
tural branches offer enormous scope 
for profitable investment, not to speak 
of mining possibilities. 


"Although there are at present very 
few In the country, Americans ar« 
popular in the Netherlands, East In- 
dies, and they and their enterprises are 
assured of a most cordial 
welcome. 
There is every prospect of a big ex- 
tension of relations between the two 
countries, to our mutual advantage."

Aerial Activity. 


Paris, Sept. 7.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Press.)—The entrance 
of America into the war and the prob- 
ability that it soon would be lending 
the allies tremendous aid in the aerla1 
department of the struggle, has led 
Germany to re-organize and strength- 
en its own aviation branches mate- 
rially, according to T,he Temps. This 
re-organization does not date exclu- 
sively from the break -with .tho Unitec 
States, but rather from the battle o 
the Somme, but it has been accelerate< 
and Intensified by the reports tha 
hundreds, if not thousands, of air 


.Janes with the corresponding aviators 
o man them, are soon to be supplied 
o the entente forces. 


The re-organization of the German 


aerial forces has taken tho form of 
creating four principal divisions into 
which 
the fliers are now placed, 


roughly as follows: 


1. Army squadrillas or "army fliers' 


division," which are directly under the 
command of the army chief of aviation 
and the work of which consists mainly 
of expeditions far to the rear of the 
lines. 
They also are employed for 


bombardments, night flights, photo- 
graphic work, and the airplanes em- 
ployed are of the most varied type, ac- 
cording to the character oC the work 
they are to do. 


Has Terrific Speed. 


Recently captured 
prisoners sa> 


that a. recently constructed biplane 
of the Albatross type is vastly supe- 
rior to anything heretofore used b> 
these squadrillas. It is equipped witl 
a 260 h: p. motor and attains a speed 
of from 100 to 115 miles an-hour.

Others in the same category 
have as their duty the protection o 
tho large German cities that lie within 
airplane flight of the FrencTi and Eng 
llsh, such as Strasburg, 
Freiburg 


Mulhouse Friedrichshafcn, Stuttgart 
Essen, Cologne and Troves. The pilot 
of these squadrillas are 
carefully 


chosen from among the best of th 
German aviators, and their exploit 
are encouraged by. frequent mention i: 
the general staff reports. 


4. Battle squadrillas or "flotillas 


are under the direction ot great head 
quarters, and shift from army to arm 
to carry out bombardments on mili 
tary establishments behind the fron 
as well as ever and again upon ope 
towns.

Make-Up of Squndrilla.

I or sho may go, tho ties of Germa y- 
continue to bind, the thoughts and 
ambitions continue to be German. 


All the trouble .in Greece, for in- 


stance, was made by a German prin- 
cess married to the king that 
the 


Greek people, for some reason or oth- 
er, still allowed to mess and mis- 
handle their affairs. 


If Greece had been a republic she 


would have kept her agreement, land- 
ed troops at the Dardanelles, taken 
Constantinople, put Turkey out and 
enabled tho war to end in the autumn 
of 1915. 
But about this czarina of Russia

In view of the dis- 
tressed conditions about to result in

Indiana from the application of the 
order issued by Robert S. Lovett, chair- 
man of the national car distribution 
bureau, the alleviation was noted here 
with great rejoicing. 


The message came to the commis- 


sion, not from the federal authorities, 
but from IX F. Crawford, of Pittsburg, 
Pa., general manager of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad. It stated in effect that 
cars recently 
requisitioned 
from 


Hoosier Intra-state service would be 
allowed back again and that the for- 
mer order would be 
re-established. 


Since the Pennsylvania lines in Indi- 
ana handle a great proportion, per- 
haps nearly 50 per cent, it is said, of 
Hoosier Intra-state coal shipments, the 
relief will be considerable. 


' 
Northwest Kellel Sought. 


The issuance of the order which took 


cars and coal away from Indiana mines 
and consumers was made to give relief 
to the northwest, which is soon to be 
enveloped in colder weather or at least 
before the middle western states. As 
one Instance of its effect in Indiana, 
'.he Pennsylvania was able to supply 
jut about one-half the number of cars 
wanted from it by coal mines it served 
In Indiana.

Declaration of Alliance is 


Ringing in Its Tone of 


Patriotism. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 7.—The 


American Alliance for Labor and De- 
mocracy expected to conclude the busi- 
ness o£ its three day loyalty meeting 


submitting this record to our fellow 
citizens, assert that in all history no 
government has ever stated its aims on 
entering a war or while such war was 
being fought with anything approach- 
ing the deflnlteness, clarity and candor 
revealed by these utterances. We as- 
sert, moreover, that in all essential 
particulars the aims thus set forth are 
entirely consistent with the great ideals 
of democracy and Internationalism for 
which the American labor movement 
las always stood and which are funda- 
mental to its being. 


"We rejoice at the fact that we are 


hus solemnly committed to the princi- 
ple ot the complete autonomy and in- 
dependence of nations. Only upon the

"The only chance left to the mas 


ters of Germany of retaining the ad 
vantages gained, and of perpetuating 
their own domination over the German 
people, is the enactment of an imme- 
diate peace upon terms favorable to 
themselves." 


Should the German plans succeed, 


America itself thereafter would be 
menaced, the resolution said. 


Stamp Out Pro-Germanism. 


The organization committee report- 


ed plans to form branches of the alli- 
ance all for the cavalry. 


Pointing to the government's fair- 


ness, to labor, the "war organization" 
appeal states that an agreement has 
been reached between representatives 
of the American labor forces and the 
secretaries of war and navy that union 
wages, hours and conditions shall ob- 
tain throughout all construction work 
for army or navy purposes. 


''Immediate action is vital," the ap- 


peal continues, urging prompt organ- 
ization of local and state branches o' 
the movement. "Funds are needed for 
the work and we urge that contribu- 
tions be made immediately for propa- 
ganda and organization purposes." 


This appeal, labor leaders declared 


marked the ."firing of the first gun" in 
the campaign to stamp out pro-Ger- 
man societies and to bring the nation's 
labor forces up solidly behind the gov- 
ernment.

Dauiel ({ives ati outline of tho 
entire period of time from the passlus 
of supremacy to the Gentiles in Ncbu- 
chndaezziir to tho final cverthro\v of 
the Omllu dominion, to tho establish- 
ment of the niilleuiiil kingdom.

The book of Daniel falls Into two 


parts: I'urt I (chapters 1 to 6), ID 
which the prophet appears as the di- 
vinely chosen interpfeter of dreams; 
part II (chapters 7 to 12), in which tho 
prophet appears as tho mouthpiece oJ 
God, 
setting forth In visions, not 


dreams, the times of the Gentiles. The 
book is written In two language.}, He- 
brew and Aramaic—chapter 1 :l-2.3 acd 
chapters 8 to 12 (Hebrew); chapters 
2:4-7:28 (Aramaic). The part which 
cop"erns the Hebrews was written in 
their own tongue and the part which 
concerns tho empires of the world is 
written in their tongue.

stimate of 21 billions, which are just 
n emergency fund, much of which, 
owever, will certainly be needed to 
ut through the soldiers' and sailors' 
nsurance plan. 


That leaves us with about- twelve 


billions that Uncle Sam is sure to spend 
his year, of which $570,000,000 are 
•equlred for ordinary civil expenses. 


Now we come to the real war ex- 


penses. The army is the biggest item, 
with total estimated expenses o£ $7,- 
825,000,000 for the year. Of .this $3,- 
633,000,000 go through the quarter- 
master corps to pay the soldiers and 
provide food, clothing and shelter. An- 
other big item of ? 3,154,000,000 goes 
to buy guns and ammunition. 
The 


medical service alone is in for $130,- 
000,000 a.nd there are more than $700,- 
000,000 for aviation. 


The navy expects to spend $1,524,- 


000,00, of'which ?897,000,000 are for 
ships and guns, and the balance to meet 


unning expenses, ammunition, fuel, 
pay, etc. 


Outside of the direct army and navy 


var expenses, however, are all sorts 
of indirect war expenses. $1,689,000- 
000 in the aggregate. The biggest item 
s merchant ships, the construction, 
purchase and operation of which calls 
for $1,323,000,000. Food control will 
cost $164,000,000. 


The president also has a fund ot 


$100,000,000 for anything connected, 
with national defense, generally be- 
lieved to be largely devoted to the anti- 
spy activities. There is $45,000,000 for 
war-risk ship insurance and $47,000, 
000 put aside for liberty bond cost and 
interest. This completes the list ex- 
cept tor some piffling items oi loss 
than a million each for alien deten- 
tion, export control, and the council 
of national defense. 
It is certainly-some money and we 


are going to have to dig like terriers 
to get it for Uncle Sara. But there are 
two things we want to remember.

Tha Hague, Netherlands, Sept. 7.— 


(Correspondence of The Associated 
Press.)—"i regard it as most desirable 
that more American capital should be 
invested in the Netherlands, Bast In- 
dies, and I have done constantly wha> 
I could to promote that end," declarec 
J. B. Van der Houven Van Oordt, one 
of three Hollanders who have jus 
been charged with an oincial missloi 
to Washington in connection with the 


pending export question, that so vital- 
ly concerns the Netherlands. Mr. Van 
Oordt is a colonial official and au- 
thority. He has been under-secretary 
of state for the colonies, and has also 
filled the post of vice president of the 
Council of the Netherlands, East In- 
dies. 
To the correspondent of Tbo Asso- 


ciated Press, Mr. Van Oordt pointed 
out that there has been a big increase 
n the commercial intercourse between 
America and Dutch India since the 
war, and particularly since the estab- 
lishment of a direct steamship line be- 
tween Java and San Francisco. "The 
five boats now engaged in that sorv- 
ice," he said, "are always packed with 
goods. Rubber and all kinds of trop- 
ical products are shipped to the United 
States, and the boats return laden with 
railroad rolling stock, machinery, au- 
tomobiles, airoplanes and the like. If 
only the ships were available, the serv- 
ice might easily, and to advantage, be 
extended. 


"But the amount of American capi- 


tal operating in the colony is small in 


comparison with the British, German, 
French and Belgian capital. 
It Is 


true there has been an increase in re- 
cent years. 
There is one American 


rubber estate in the island of Suma- 
tra that Is the largest plantation in the 
world, and special ships run to United 
States ports to carry its produce 
thither. But a. great deal more might 
profitably be done, especially now 
noney is so plentiful in the union. The 
ugar, rubber, tea and other agricul- 
ural branches offer enormous scope 
for profitable investment, not to speak 
of mining possibilities. 
'Although there are at present very 


few in the country, Americans ar« 
popular In the Netherlands, East In- 
dies and they and their enterprises ara 
assured ot a "most cordial welcome. 
There is every prospect of a big ex 
tension of relations between the two 
countries, to our mutual advantage.
